Use and Destiny of the Colonies. 

It has already been (shown that tho 
English mind is at length beiDg educa- 
ted up to a practical opproheusion of 
the truo nso of tho colonies, aa a field 
into which tho surplus population ot tho 
Old Country may bo transplanted. It 
is indeed strange that this view did not 
earlier prevail. It would bo difficult 
to estimate tho uintjnitudo of tho Iosh 
unstained by Great Britain through her 
strange stupidity on this subject. With 
ample colonial fields, wasto and sterile 
for want of population, she has allowed 
centres of population to attain a terribie 
degree of ranknesa, and to produce 
that sconrgo of the nation, pauporiam, 
•While she hiss, on tho other hand, boeii 
permitting her bost and thriftiest ' sons 
of toil » to pour in ono coiitiuuotis streuro 
into the United States. Ton and 
twelve thousand a month, and still 
they fio 1 During tho four years' war 
600 000 British workmen sought home- 
steads in the United States. The Irish- 
men who have been driven to seek a 
homo in a foreign country have sent 
£14 000,000 sterling of their earnings 
home, wherewith to fetch their kith 
and kin over to join them in the land 
of promise, in the great West. Just 
look at it : Tho nation is nursing in her 
bosom a huge muss of fostering human- 
ity at a cost of probably £20,000,000 
sterling a year, to say nothing of tho 
evils of infectious crime, while sho is 
driving monthly from hor tens of thou- 
sands, who are building up a powcriul 
nation of British haters on a foreign 
soil. A proper sytcm of transplanting 
into the co'onios would havo avortod 
both of theso evils. It would havo 
created a second Britain— a Greater Brit' 
ain on this contineut out of that very 
material which has beon transformed 
into nn implacable enemy abroad, and* 
a withering curso at homo. Who can 
be so blind as not to sou tho path of 
duty plainly no a ? The consolidation 
of all British America into one Dom ; n» 
ion and the throwing open of tho great 
JNorthwoBt, appears almost in tho light 
of a providential movement. It came 
none too soon. Doos Britain seo her 
duty, and will she do it ? Through the 
mistaken, tho suicidal policy of tho 
past, ft powerful, British-hating people 
has been raised up ou this continent 
to ditpute possession. Thoro is only 
One way in whioh wo can now 
successfully cope with that pec 
pie and suo:ood in building up a 
British Empire in America. Those 
who leave the British Isles mnst not 
cease to be British. They must bo 
transplanted into the new empire— not 
driven iuto tho United States. In order 
to do tbio.it is not enough that emi- 
gration has become tho object of philan- 
thropy, or tho subject of 'Joint Stock' 
speculation. Commendable as theso 
efforts may be, they are not at all ade- 
quate to tho exigency. Tlio nafoii 
mnst arise in all her groat strength nnd 
earnestnoss and employ her rusting, 
motb«eaien wealth in tho great work 
of building up an empire. Sho must 
immediately throw up a highway from 
sea to tea, aod guide hor surplus millions 
into thei-o new fiolds. Thus will she 
makoa happy and loyal people out of 
those who now breed Fenians, and a 
thrifty yeomanry of the grout West of 
the present breeders of pauperism. 
There is nothing eUe for it. If tho 
whole responsibility is tlirown upon 
Canada it may prove too much for her. 
At any rate the process would be too 
slow. Great Britain must 'make a Spoon 
or spoil a horn' in America. Past im- 
policy has raised up conditions which 
will brook no delay, admit of no ba'f 
measures. But, it is no less Imperial 
interest than it is Imperial duty to do 
this thing. Every able-bodied emigrant 
leaving tho British Ible3 for tho United 
States is uol only a subject transformed 
into a foe, hut it is a consumer gono, u 
producer lost. The Customs Tariff of 
tho Uuiled States purposely prohibits 
the consumption of British goods. But 3 
let British America be tilled up with a 
British people; let the redundant popu- 
lation of tho nation bo placed in tho 
way ot well-doing, aid let homo manu- 
factures bo admitted free of duty imo 
the new Dominion, and who Bhall guago 
tho result? Those who are now a 
burden and a blot upon tho nation will 
become the consumers of tho Iruita of 
requited homo-industry, while thoy, in 
turn will send homo corn and cotton. 
And' will it not pay tho nation to 
do this? Dor trade is fulling off; 
her looms aro idle, and pauperism 
iB increasing at nu alarming rate. 
It is costing moro every year to keep 
half a million of tho people in a con- 
dition of pauperised misery and idle- 
ness than it would coat to transplant 
iuto now soil und transform into a 
blessing a soothing oarse — turn an ele* 
ment ot national weakness into an 
element of national strength. Two 
years' keep would establish in the North- 
west. While all tbis is the duty and 
tbo interest of the Old Empire it is the 
only salvation of the New. W Knout i t 
British America must cease to bo Bri- 
tish Deft to itself, tho new Dominion 
must fall to pieces-will bo "absorbed by 
the Great Hepubic. No balf«meaBuros, 
no laggard, niggardly policy ear. savo 
it M destiny— its immediate destiny 
i H "to become tho second empire of the 
British Crown, Of an integral par iOl 
5S powerful Republic. Tno American 
Baffle Is even now hovering in the an, 
over on U>e Htf * ^ ^ntugo oi 
iho first intimation of weakness or dis- 



content. Nay, it is utter folly to think 
of keeping separated by an artificial 
boundury lino extending across the 
continent, two Anglo-Saxon peoples, if 
ono of them is to remain weuk, sickly, 
denationalized, cut into ieolcted atoms. 
British America, we repeat, must be 
made one, by on interoceunio railway, 
und it must be filled up by n British 
population, and it must be done quiokly, 
or duo this cub of tho British Lion 
will bo gobbled up by the Amorican 
Eagle, while yot it is teething. There 
is no uso ot mincing words — concealing 
f'nets. No sickly sentimental loyalty 
will ever create a British Empire on this 
continent. It now retimiuH for Groat 
Britain to deoido, oneo for all, whether 
aho will reproduce horsolf in America 
or withdraw from it. 



Canadian Mail Summary • 

We have Canadian filos to tbo 22ad De- 
cember. The Hamilton Spectator of that 
Jute says 'The news from the Hod Kiver is 
toi> contradictory and uncurtain to ollor so in- 
viting text for ediioriul comment. Whe- 
ther the malcontents at Fort Garry are 
tour hundred strong or only lorty is a point 
about which there seems to bo no certainty, 
We inter from the telegraphic report ol Gov 
McDougall's letter that Her Majesty's 
proclamation was issued in the territory on 
tho iirst instant, in whioh case Gov. MoDou- 
gall will become her representative and 
would be legally entitled to take what steps 
be might deem necessary to uphold hor uu- 
thoiiiy. Wu have every oonQdonce that bis 
conduct will be marked by pradonce. It is 
reported tbat Col. Dennis is at tbe head of 
the surveying stuff, and has occupied the 
stono lort tony miles Irom Fort Garry witb 
a strong force, and that Governor McDou- 
roII has entered the territory at Ibe head of 
three hundred men, on his way to Fort Gar- 
ry, ft is behoved that tio will meet with but 
little opposition, and that tbe agitation will 
soon die out'. The Munroe iriul, wbich 
caused so much interest in New Brunswick, 
was concluded on the 17th and, as baa al- 
reudy been announced by telegraph, the jury 
found tbe prisoner guilty, with a recommenda- 
tion to mercy. Mr. S JJ Thomson, counsel for 
Munroe, is s ad to have made a most eloquent 
and impressive appeal to tho jury, in ibe coarse 
ot which be characterised the criminal law 
as inhuman, and the conduct of tbe Crown 
prosecutor as bloodthirsty. In bis reply, the 
Attorney-General utterly repudiated tbu 
churgo of olcod-thiistiness, and in a very 
able and tempera e speech proceeded to 
review tbo ovidence. The Judge summed 
up, nnd ibe jury, after aa absence ot two 
hours, came into Court and, amid deathlike 
silence, delivered their verdict. As tba ver- 
dict was pronounced Mnnroe fell over against 
ibe side ol the dock and sobbed convulsively, 
ft was generally reported at Montreal tbat 
the FeiiiaoH contemplate a raid on the Pro- 
vince ol Quebec, on a formidable scale, in 
early Spring. Ou tbe 20th Lieut-Colonel 
Ferrier, ol the Montreal garrison artillery, 
exhibited to Sir George Carrier and tbe Ad- 
jutaat General the Stevens' gan. This is a 
new gun invented by R E Stevens, Owen 
Sound, Ontario, and it it regarded in mili- 
tary circles as superior to the Snider. Eulidld 
rifle. The Hon Joseph Howe, Secretary 
of State for the Provinces, has boon re- 
cently made Superintendent General of 
ludidn Affairs for the Dominion, In the 
railway returns lor November, tbe Great 
Western shows 55338,405, against §295,895 
for the sait'O month of the previous year 
The Grand Trunk S657 G35, against $614,- 
450. Tbfl Northern S4t,301, against 817,- 
871. The St Lawrence and Ottawa $10 866, 
against $8652, tbo smaller lines generally 
exhibiting proportionate increase. Mr Gal- 
braith, member for North Lanark iu the 
Local Legislature, has accepted tbe nomination 
aa tho opponent of the lion Malcolm Uutneion 
for the representation of North Lanark in 
the House of Commons. • During the gamo 
seeBOn just closed 13 tons of ducks had 
been bagged at Lqng Point, Ontario. Tbe 
Guunciul statement for tho Province of On- 
tario is most favoruble, Mr Wood estimates 
that, without imposing any now taxation, 
the Province has within itself a permanent 
revenue ol nearly two millions. His esti. 
mate of tbe revenue ol 1870 was 83,002,000, 
and bo expected, at the ond of next year to 
be in a position lo announce that, in addi- 
lion to the two milliono already invested, 
there would be a further investment ol half 
a million, and he was not without hope that 
tho amount wonLI be threo millions. A 
comparison of the preeent resourees of On- 
tario with those of hut a very lew yeors 
back fully justified tho Treasurer in stating 
tliut the Province had been growing wiihout 
its knowledge into a large ami powerful na- 
tion, with nn area bh large as that of Eng- 
Innd and Ireland, and a population equalling 
Seotland'n, and comparing favorably with 
that Ol Denmark, of Greece, or of Switzer- 
land , whilo within thirty-six years public 
works had boon coiktruoted worth not lots 
than $112,000,000.

quired lo provido mcaus of subsistence lor 
iho population. This decrae, howerof, 
though it threatens intrigners ol tho law with 
condign punishment, attaches no spec fio pen- 
alty lo a violation of its provisions, It ia 
thought that, bb with ao edict promulgated 
io 1865 to iho tame effect, it will have but 
little powor, Biid will simply pruvs an easy 
means of extortion to the veiy corrupt 
Chineso officials. In many pans of Chiuu 
tbo Poppy is cultivated to a very great ox- 
tent. In Eastern Mongolia and Northern 
Manchuria so great a quantity is piuduoed 
that it is worth while to tend it 
down to Iho cobbI to complete in the 
Nan Chang market with Indian opiitn. In 
several ot tho Southern Provinces it ^ also 
grown largoly, and iu the district of Vunnuu 
in the extreme Southwest, a wholo tract ol 
country devoted to the productioi of tho 
drug, has thrown oil its allegianio lo the 
Chiueno Empiio and become un independent 
kingdom, under a Mahommodan odled Tu< 
Wcn-bsiu. Tbe Chineso opium i* itiforior 
to, und muoh more deleterious thau too Indian 
produotion, and its use is said 10 oj causing 
iho Ohioeso physical und menial vigor to 
de'.eti itatu rapidly.
